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FOREWORD

Tue object of the East India Association is and has always been “the inde- 
pendent and disinterested advocacy and promotion by all legitimate means of 
the public interests and welfare of the inhabitants of India generally.” The 
Association was founded in 1866, and so for eighty years has been engaged in 
that task. 

These four score years cover a period so full of interest and achievement and 
change in India as to make it a remarkable period in history. When the Asso- 
ciation was founded, government by the Crown was still in its very early 
stages. Today, a Constituent Assembly is meeting with freedom to frame a 
Constitution which may bring to a close the period of government by the 
Crown. The political advance that has been packed into these eighty years, the 
intellectual ferment which has arisen from the interplay of Western and Eastern 
thought, the material development and the impact of two world wars—these 
mark the main outlines of the period and indicate the vast processes that have 
been at work. 

Through all the events and changes of these years the East India Association 
has pursued its mission, principally by providing a forum for the free discussion 
_ of every kind of problem and a meeting-ground for those, from India and Great 
Britain, who share the common bond of interest in Indian affairs. The pro- 
ceedings of the large number of meetings which have been held have all been 
recorded in the volumes of the former Journal and now and for many years 
past in the Asiatic Review. 

In our printed proceedings, therefore, there is a wealth of material for the 
student and historian, and indeed for all interested in the many problems of 
India and also of Burma, for so many years a part of the Indian Empire. But 
this material has remained hitherto untabulated, and much that might be of 
value to the student of any particular subject cannot be found without pro- 
longed search, which must often be inhibitory. Guidance is needed if this large 
depository of useful information and record of opinion is to be of service rather 
than to lie buried. 

That guidance is now provided by Sir John Cumming, who volunteered at 
the end of 1945 to undertake the laborious task of making an analysis and index 
of all our proceedings. Sir John is well versed in the art of bibliography; his 
work on the literature of criminology and his editorship of such co-operative 
works as Revealing India’s Past and Modern India bear witness to that. But 
this is also a labour of love, inspired, we need not doubt, by his many years of 
service in India, and the care and thoroughness which he has devoted to it will 

be apparent to all who will make use of this work. 
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The guide which he has now provided should find a place in many reference 
libraries in India and the English-speaking countries. It reveals not merely the 
many-sided activities of the East India Association but, as in a mirror, the 
range, complexity and variety of India and her problems through these prolific 
years. At any time this record would be valuable, but it will be of special value 
now, when one chapter of India’s story is drawing to a close and a new one is 
opening up to which many of the hopes and opinions which found expression 
in our proceedings have looked forward. 

The East India Association puts forth this volume in the belief that its work 
over eighty years has something of value which deserves to be made more 
accessible. It expresses its deep gratitude to Sir John Cumming for carrying 
out this task with such care and skill. It embarks upon its ninth decade trust- 
ing that it may be of some assistance to India’s statesmen in the great tasks 
that lie before them, and that it may contribute to the maintenance in Great 
Britain of that interest in and love for India and her peoples which have been 
Its Inspiration in the past.

EDITOR’S INTRODUCTION 


In G. M. Trevelyan’s English Social History (1942) we read: “ Voluntary 
associations of every conceivable sort of purpose or cause became an integral part 
of English social life in the nineteenth century, filling up many of the gaps 
left in the limited scope of state action.” The East India Association was one 
of these voluntary organizations, founded as it was in 1866—the year of the 

reat Orissa famine. Its object as declared in Article 1 of its Rules was as 
follows “The East India Association is instituted for the independent and 
disinterested advocacy and promotion, by all legitimate means, of the public 
interest and welfare of the inhabitants of India generally.” It would be difficult 
to imagine any matter of real concern to India which has not been the subject 
of lecture and discussion at its meetings during the last eighty years. Among 
those taking part in the discussions were such world-famous persons as John 
Bright (1883), Mr. Gandhi (1906), Lord Morley (1906), Miss Florence Nightin- 
gale (1883), Lord Ripon (1890), and Lord Roberts (1914). The eightieth year 
ends with the annual meeting of July 18, 1946. 

On the occasion of the Association’s jubilee in 1917, it was possible to record 
that, although it had from its commencement taken neither Aas nor lot in or 
with party politics, it had never hesitated in its determined efforts to give a fair 
hearing and full justice for India and to encourage freely criticism of political 
problems when they affected the good faith of Great Britain and the welfare 
of the Indian Empire. After a further quarter of a century, Lord Erskine said 
in his survey of the period 1866 to 1942, as quoted in Section II below, that the 
Association had taken a leading part in all the multitude of controversies 
concerning the social, political and industrial progress of India. 

The main headings in the analysis which has been prepared in Section IX 
are Administration, Economics and Politics; but other headings are very varied, 
including Arts, Literature and Sociology. There is much also under the 
heading Army and Defence, with reference to the War periods 1914-18 and 
1939-45. As regards India’s connections with various Asiatic countries, the 
lectures on these subjects will be found grouped under a separate main heading 
entitled External Relations. Included in this head will be found the North- 
West Frontier, under which title are grouped a number of addresses dealing 
with many aspects of that controversial subject. 

In the early days from 1867 onwards there were several representations (Sec- 
tion VI) which the Council of the Association made to the India Office, to the 
Colonial Office, and even to Parliament, in matters which were live questions at 
the time, such as tariff valuations, import duties on cotton, the abolition of duties 
on gold and silver imports into Great Britain, and the expenses of the Egyptian 
Campaign. Such discussions have only a historial value today. But other repre- 
sentations were made which sound quite topical at the present time. Examples 
of such were the grievances of British Indian subjects in South Africa, which 
were mooted in 1897 and 1903. After 1906 this form of direct approach by the 
Association to Government Departments tended to fall into abeyance, though 
occasionally adopted. For instance, shortly before the outbreak of war in 1939, 
the Association made to Government a detailed representation, asking for the 
withdrawal of the anomalous requirement that men must be of “ pure Euro- 
pean descent” to be eligible for volunteering in Great Britain for combatant 
service of His Majesty. The restriction, so hurtful to the feelings of Indians 
and Anglo-Indians domiciled in Great Britain, was withdrawn in the following 
October, and a number of Indian students joined the Forces. 
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A development of later years has been the arrangement of social functions 
(Section VII) which have brought Indians and British together. Many dis- 
tinguished Indian visitors have received a warm welcome at the instance of the 
Association; as for example the delegates to the Round Table Conference, the 
members of the two All-India Cricket Teams of 1932 and 1946, the Maharaja 
Gaekwar of Baroda, the Indian representatives at the Imperial Conference, and 
the Indian representatives in the War Cabinet, who all enjoyed the Association’s 
hospitality between 1929 and 1946. There have also been complimentary parties 
to outgoing and returning Viceroys and to other eminent men. 

The one who was mainly instrumental in founding the Association was that 
remarkable Parsee gentleman Dadabhai Naoroji, who lived to over ninety after 
spending his life in agitation for Indian reforms. It was he who delivered the 
very first lecture to the Association on May 2, 1867, on “ England’s Duties to 
India.” The creation of a Bombay branch of the Association was mooted by 
him in 1869. The Association was fortunate in having as its first President 
Lord Lyveden, who, born in India, had been President of the India Board, and 
had been devoted to India during almost the whole of his life. A distinguished 
Orientalist, diplomat and Member of Parliament in the person of Mr. E. B. 
Eastwick was Chairman of Council from 1871 to 1882. His successors included 
many distinguished men who had been Heads of Indian Provinces. The 
Association has also been fortunate in having had, since 1907, two Honorary 
Secretaries of outstanding zeal and personality, Dr. John Pollen for thirteen 
years and Sir Frank Brown for nineteen years up to the present time. A chrono- 
logical and comparative table of all the office bearers is contained in Section III, 
ehecin it will be found that the present Assistant Secretary, Mr. King, has the 
remarkable period of forty-four years to his credit. 

The analytical index of the subjects of lectures since 1867, which is now 
provided in Section X, has perhaps an advantage over a mere verbal index as 
an aid to reference or research. This index, taken together with the lists of 
papers read before the Indian Section (founded in 1886) of the Royal Society of 
Arts, and the articles relating to Indian subjects to be found in the pages of the 
Asiatic Review, which is now in its sixty-first year, furnishes the raw material of 
history. A complete run of the Journal of the East India Association is available 
in the British Museum (press mark A C 2271), and also, except Vol. XXVI, in 
the India Office Library, as well as at the London office of the Association. 

The original series of the Journal of the Association ran from Vol. I in 1867 
to Vol. XXX of 1908-09, when a new series (marked “‘N.S.’’) started and 
continued to 1942. From that time the Journal, in face of war-time restrictions 
on the supply of paper, was discontinued; and the quarterly issues of the Astatic 
Review (published at the same office as the Journal, namely, 3, Victoria Street, 
London, S.W.1) became the only organ for the publication of the Association’s 
proceedings. [Entries belonging to this period are marked “A.R.,” followed by 
the name of the relevant quarter and year. It should be noted that the Council 
had decided in 1894-95, in concurrence with the proprietor of the Asiatic 
Quarterly Review (as it was then called) to permit the publication of the 
proceedings of the Association in the Review; a decision which was renewed 
in 1912-13. Mr. Frederick Richter, M.a., 0.B.£., as Editor of the Asiatic Review 
since 1913, has been closely associated with Sir Frank Brown, in placing on 
record all the proceedings of the Association. 

The arrangement of the subject-headings is alphabetical, and of the entries 
under each ne chronological. Some entries come under one or more of the 
main headings : in such cases either the entry is given under each of the relevant 
heads, or there is a cross reference. In all cases the name of the lecturer is 
given in capital letters (with his contemporary title, if any), followed by the 
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name of the chairman of the meeting in brackets. Then follows the date of the 
lecture, and lastly the reference to the volume and page in the Journal of the 
Association or to the issue of the Asiatic Review, as the case may be. The 
contemporary spelling of all names has been reproduced. 

The domestic history of the Association will be found in Sections I, II, III, 
and IV, the names of the benefactors in Section V, and its publications in 
Section VII. The index of personal names in Section XI may be found useful. 

In July, 1867, the Association numbered 300 members; at the end of 1945 
the membership was over 925. The offices of the Association have been as 
follows: 1867, 55, Parliament Street, S.W.; 1870, 20, Great George Street, 
S.W.; 1881, 14, Bedford Row, W.C.; 1882, 26, Charing Cross, S.W.; 1888, 2, 
Westminster Chambers, Victoria Street, S.W.; 1889, 3 Victoria Street, S. W. 

I desire to acknowledge my indebtedness to Sir Frank Brown, to Mr. 
Frederick Richter, to Mrs. L. M. Saunders, and to Mr. H. G. King for valuable 
help and advice. The publication of the present volume has been facilitated 
by the generous support of His Highness the Maharaja of Kashmir, His High- 
ness the Maharaja of Patiala, His Highness the Nawab of Bhopal, Sir Jwala P.
